There are two other significant 
eventa: the trip of Américo Thomaz 
and the departure of the goveraor. 
The fact that Américo Thomaz was 
ahlc to make only s very hiurledi 
vlsit to Bome citlea, travelling by 
Birpïane, and on the other hnnd the 
doparlure of the governor who waa 
in Gtiinea, 5 ho u ld be a source of 
embarraasment to them, Ifs tme 
that the governor had completed his 
term of office, But — what genera! 
who is winning the war is go mg to 
kavË, even when he has compkted 
his term of office? When a. gén era 1 
who is waging a war léaves af ter 
complet ing his term of office, it is 
because he is defeated. 

The past year was really one 
fiRed with victories, although I 
donT want to say that we haven’t 
sufiered re verses; that is normal in 
any war. We attacked al] the iirban 
centers in our land* exetpt Bissau 
— if we don 1 ! count the atkek on 
the airpoxt. Important centers such 
as Bafata, Gabü, Farim, Mansoa, 
Cansambó, and Bolama were at- 
tacked sevetal times; we captured 
a certain number of prisoners; 
there were varioüs deserters; and 
we destroyed a greater nomber of 
Portuguesé boats than ever before 

The balance of our operations, 
from ihe ISth of April Lo the I5th ol 
November of last year, is the fol¬ 
io win g: 251 attacks on Portuguese 
fortresses, 2 attacks on acrodromes, 
2 attacks on ports, 94 vehides de- 
stroyed, 30 shipa sunk, 4 planes 
downed, etc., and an estimate ot 
at least 9QÜ cnemy dead and 12 
captured. It was a year of triumph 
(although 1967 had been a ünagniti- 
cent year for us) in the poUtical, 
adm i nistrative, social, and cultural 
realm and in that our armed forces 
made extraordinary efforts, Lo the 
extreme that the Fortüguese weré 
fdreed to cvacuate some af Lheir 
forlüied oosts. Thcy had to evacu- 
atc Beli t in the cast; Cacocoa and 
Sanqhonha, two very important 
cneampmeots near Lhe Southern 
border; in addition to nine encamp* 
ments in lhe south and the east of 
the country. The fight has reached 
a new stage of development and we 
are already eapable of taking the 
Fortuguese encampmenta. But we 
are not hurried, we move very 
ca]m]y. 

We have to be very careful, we 
have to fight according to our con- 
tütionSj advancing with cautlon. 
Prooi of the correctness of our tac- 


tics is that we can already take 
the Portuguese eneampments and 
force them to leave their fortified 
posts. This, more tban just a mili¬ 
tary deféat, is a moral defeat of the 
flrst order, It explains the torrent of
